Gold should be questioned as to whether his Soviet superiors 
dropped any l^ts as to other persons engaged in espionage in Los Alamos 
or at a^ other location. He should be qiestioned as to what Instructions 
M was ^^n to elude surveillance, or an other instructions in tSie 
field of deception. Mr, OorneUus was advised that inasdUte arrange- 
wnts should be nade to secure photographs of Soviet officials from 
Mew York for the purpose of ekhibitihg them to Gold to identify his 
Soriet supeiloro* Mr, Cornelius was advised that these Instructions 
w^ld by no means cover aU information to be obtained ITom Gold but 
that he should be interviewed exhaustibly to be sure we get all in- 
formation of value from him* ^ .

It was recalled to Mr. Patterson that Dr. Fuchs had been shown still \ 
photographs of Gold sometime ago and had rejected them. During our interview with \ 
Gold, with Ms cooperation, we took additional movies and still photographs last ' 
Sunday and sent them by plane to London. As a result of these additional films, 

Fuchs has positively IdenUfled Gold as his American contact . Mr. Patterson has 
advised that the complaint was filed and warrant issued in the Eastern District of 
Hew loxk on the ni^t of May 23, charging him with conspiracy to violate the 
Espionage Statute and that sans night Gold was arrested in PhiladeliMa and is

- The above infoimatlon was practically all contained in the newspaper 
release except for that idiidi Patterson already knew from hie sources in London.

Mr. Patterson inquired whether, if the ease cane to trial, a deposition

On the momlns of IU 7 26, 1950, I r^terated to S&C CozneUna 
that the Bureau wants a dallj sunmtary telet/pe from Philadelphia on this 
case until instructions to the contrary are issued. Hr. Cornelius was 
ad^sed that this was essential in order that we would have a current 
picture of what was going on and could Intelligoi tly handle inquiries here 
at the Bureau. Hr. Cornelius said this would be done. 



Hr. Cornelius advised that Gold nde a request throu^ the head of the 
jail where he la incarcerated yesterday afternoon for Agents to contact him for 
further interview. As a result. Agents lQ.ller and Brennan have gone to the jail 
this morning and are interviewing him. later it may be possible to arrange to 
interview hl« at the Philadelphia Office with appropriate precautions, but this 
afternoon the brother, Joseph, and the father are also going to talk to Qold at 
the jail. Hr. Comellia advised that Qold as yet does not have an attorney and 
that an article had appeared in yesterday's paper, stating that the father and 
brother were appealing for assistance to get an attorney, indicating a shortage 
of funds.
